They say, too, thot bleaching is an 
inexpensive and simple process if 
done correctly... , 


All the necessary equipment and 
supplies should be assembled before 
beginning the actual work so that 
everything: will .be near at hand as 
ft Is needed. Supplies include: ben- 
zine, bleaching liguid, sand. paper, a 
wire bristle brush, several large 
rags and o scrub’ pail., Your dealer 
can recommend the amounts of tho 
liquids necessary “for. the floor 
area to be refinished, so have tho dl- 
mensions ready when you go. to the 
aardware store, ~ :

4. Don’t let the infant fox you 
into giving attention to a- physical 
symptom when ho js not sick.: 


5. Let good things (affection, 
feeding and attention) follow good 
behaviour, not bad. ~ 


Such discipline of the young ‘in- 
fant does not require that you do a 
thing to this baby. You don’t shout 
at him or slap him. You don’t even 
say ‘No’ to him. You just say ‘No! 
to yourself, You set the stage so his 
desirable behaviour will in the Jong 
run’ give’ him satisfaction, and his 
undesirable behaviour will bring 
him discomfort.

Go over the floor with fino sand- 
paper, paying special ntention to 
any remaining spots of varnish. Ap- 
_ ply the bleach ta the foor, being 
careful’ to ‘follow manufacturer's 
instructions. © When the floor Is 
bleached, wash { three or. four 


times with clear water.to banish oll : 


traces of the bleach. 


When the floor ts thoroughly dry, 
refinish it with two coats of a high- 
grade transparent varplsh. Allow 
.the varnish to dry, then, dpply wax 
fo preserve finish. Jt is quile a job 
care.and effort involved. .°
